NFW  DELHI  (Reuters*  A narive  porter 
on  the  recent  Swiaa  expedition  on  Mount 
Everest  claim*  h«  was  attacked  by  a shuf- 
fling hairy  “aborntnable  inowmin"  and  lived 
10  tell  shoot  ll. 

Swiss  members  of  the  unsuccessful  expedi- 
tion said  here  Monday  night  that  they  per- 
sonally  had  not  met  the  fabulous  creature  - 
legend  has  it  he  can  kill  by  glance  of  his 
"evil  eye"  but  "definitely  heard  padding 
and  shuffling  outside  the  tent  at  heights 
w-here  no  animals  live " 

The  porter  told  them  a Yeti-  Tibetan 
name  for  a mystery -had  seized  him.  hut 
bounded  away  when  It  heard  14  other  tribe* 
men  with  the  expedition  come  running  up 
the  trail  to  his  rescue. 

The  attack  is  said  to  have  occurred  Just 
below  Lhotse  glacier.  21000  fe**r  up  the 
mountain. 

The  Swiss  said  they  had  no  other  evidence 
10  back  the  story.  "It  might  have  been  the 
snowman.  It  might  have  been  a bear  Or  It 
might  have  been  some  freak  of  imagination 

The  porters  are  not  so  skeptical.  One  of 
them  said  he  and  his  comrades  often  heard 
the  cry  of  the  Yeti  at  night 

Stories  of  the  sub-human  creature — 

possibly  a "missing  IlnV"  roaming  the  icy 
wastes  of  Everest  have  been  told  ever  since 
the  first  attempt  to  climb  the  29.002- foot  peak 
at  the  turn  of  the  century. 

Villagers  near  the  mountain  swear  the 


"snowman"  exist*,  describing  him  as  a 
ahaggy,  six-font  monster.  Natives  are  vague 
about  the  origin  of  ihe  story,  since  sup- 
posedly no  one  who  sees  the  snowman 
survives  to  tell  It. 

British  explorer  Eric  Shipton  early  this 
year  published  photograph*  of  the  abominable 
snowman's  footprint*  taken  19.000  feet  up  the 
mountain  during  a British  reconnaissance 
mission  In  1951.  Twrlve-inch-long  impressions’ 
showed  the^palh  of  two  creature*,  with  three 
toes  and  a thumb,  who  had  bounded  across 
the  snowy  slope*  of  the  mountain. 

Shipton  also  places  "a  great  deal  of 
reliance"  on  the  words  of  a portei  who  said 
he  saw  the  half  heasi,  half  man  monster 

He  described  Ihe  creature  ae  about  five 
feel,  six  Inches  tall  with  reddish  brow n hair 
and  a hairless  face  walking  sometime*  on 
1 wo  leg*,  sometimes  on  all  four 

Zoological  exerts  m London  said  the 
description  fitted  the  langur  monkey,  a 
brown-haired  animal  with  a bare  black  face, 
which  stands  about  five  feet  tall  on  Its  hind 
leg*  Other  experts  said  it  must  have  been  a 
brown  snowbear. 

The  trouble  with  these  theories  i«  these 
animals  are  not  known  to  live  at  girat 
heights  And  local  native*  say  the  snowman's 
feet  point  backward  t<*  make  climbing  in  the 
mountains  easier.

VANCOUVER  (CP)  — The 
dark  reaches  of  Georgia 
Strait  Monday  night  shrouded 
the  fate  of  the  Vancouver  tug 
Petrel  and  her  seven  crew 
members. 

The  tug  left  here  Saturday 
night  for  Quadra  Island,  about 
ISO  miles  up-coast.  No  word 
has  been  heard  from  her  since.  | 

Searching  tugs  reported  an  oil 
slick  nff  Cape  Mudge,  the 
southern  Up  of  Quadra  Island. 
An  RCAF  plane  based  at  Comox 
on  Vancouver  Island  also  Joined 
In  ihe  hunt. 

The  Petrel,  owned  by  Coast 
Towing  Co.,  Lid-  of  Vancouver,! 
was  scheduled  to  arrive  ai 
Gallant  Harbor  on  Quadra 
Island  about  midnight  Saturday.  | 
Three  other  tugs  which  left 
here  at  the  same  time  aa  the 
Petrel  all  reached  their  destina- 
tions. 

The  Petrel  was  last  seen  by 
a sister  ship,  the  Gleeful,  as  she 
started  across  the  strait  toward  i 
Ope  Mudge.  where  there  are 
vicious  tide  rips. 

A heavy  southwest  gale  was 
blowing  at  the  time. 

The  captain  and  crew  members 
of  the  Petrel  are  all  Vancouver 
residents.  They  were  identified  as: 
master,  Cap!.  Don  Home;  mate, 
George  Fegan;  chief  engineer, 
James  Penning;  second  engineer. 
P.  McAleese;  cook.  E.  N.  John- 
son; deckhands,  Vernon  Perry 
and  E.  F.  Bentsen. 

At  the  same  time,  a third  mem- 
ber of  the  crew  of  the  fishing  boat 
Daisy  B was  officially  presumed ! 
to  have  been  drowned  July  3.  The 
order  was  granted  by  Mr.  Justice 
If,  S.  Wood  In  Supreme  Court 
here  to  Mrs.  Slavics  Carr,  giving 
her  leave  to  swear  to  the  death 
of  her  husband.

Everest  Porter  Tells  of  Attack 


NEW  DELHI  ( Reuters  I— A native  porter 
on  the  recent  Swiss  expedition  on  Mount 
Everest  claims  he  was  attacked  by  a shuf- 
fling, hairy  "abominable  snowman"  and  lived 
to  tell  about  it. 

Swiss  members  of  the  unsuccessful  expedi- 
tion said  here  Monday  night  that  they  per- 
sonally had  not  met  the  fabulous  creature  - 
legend  has  It  he  can  kill  by  glance  of  his 
"evil  eye"  but  "definitely  heard  padding 
and  shuffling  outside  the  tent  at  heights 
where  no  animals  live." 

The  porter  told  them  a Yeti— Tibetan 
name  for  a mystery-  had  seized  him.  but 
bounded  away  when  It  heard  *14  other  tribes- 
men with  the  expedition  come  running  up 
the  trail  to  his  rescue 

The  attack  Is  said  to  have  occurred  just 
below  Lhotse  gaoler,  21.000  feel  up  the 
mountain. 

The  Swiss  said  they  had  no  other  evidence 
to  back  the  story.  "It  might  have  been  the 
snowman.  It  might  have  been  a bear.  Or  it 
might  have  been  some  freak  of  Imagination  " 

The  porters  are  not  so  skeptical.  One  of 
them  Mid  hr  and  his  comrades  often  heard 
the  cry  of  the  Yeti  at  night. 

Stories  of  the  sub-human  creature — 
possibly  a "missing  link"  roaming  the  Icy 
wastes  of  Everest  have  been  told  ever  since 
the  first  attempt  to  climb  the  29,002  foot  peak 
at  the  turn  of  the  century. 

Villagers  near  the  mountain  swear  the 


"snowman"  exists,  describing  him  as  a 
shaggy,  six-foot  monster.  Natives  are  vague 
about  ihe  origin  of  the  story,  since  sup- 
posedly no  one  who  sees  thr  snowman 
survives  to  tell  It. 

British  explorer  Eric  Shlpton  early  this 
year  published  photographs  of  the  abominable 
snowman’s  footprints  taken  19.000  feet  up  the 
mountain  during  a British  reconnaissance 
mission  In  1951.  Twelve-inch-long  impressions 
showed  the  path  of  two  creatures,  with  three 
toes  and  a thumb,  who  had  bounded  across 
the  snowy  slopes  of  the  mountain. 

Shlpton  also  places  "a  great  deal  of 
reliance"  on  the  words  of  a porter  who  said 
he  saw  the  half-beast,  half-man  monster 

He  described  the  creature  as  about  five 
feet,  six  Inches  tall  with  reddish  brown  hair 
and  a hairless  face,  walking  sometimes  on 
two  legs,  sometimes  on  all  four. 

Zoological  experts  In  London  said  the 
description  fitted  thr  langur  monkey,  a 
brown-haired  animal  with  a bare  black  face, 
which  stands  about  five  feet  tall  oh  its  hind 
legs.  Other  experts  said  it  must  have  been  a 
brown  snow  bear. 

TYte  trouble  with  these  theories  la  these 
animats  are  not  known  to  live  at  great 
heights.  And  local  natives  say  the  snowman’s 
feet  point  backward  to  make  climbing  in  the 
mountain*  easier.  $ 

Besides,  "who  ever  heard  of  a monkey 
with  a 12-inrh  foot?"  thev  ask.

PARIS  IAP>  Nineteen  former 
Nazi  SS  i Elite  Guardi  trooper* 
go  on  trial  before  a military 
tribunal  at  Bordeaux  next  month, 
accused  nf  responsibility  for  the 
sack  »f  the  village  of  Oradour- 
aur-Glane  In  1941  and  the 
murder  of  682  inhabitants.  Only 
six  survived 

On  June  10.  1944.  an  SS  regi- 
ment rounded  up  all  the  villager* 
of  Ora  dour  In  the  market  square 
A Major  Dickman,  the  German 
commander,  accused  the  mayor 
nf  sheltering  resistance  fighters 
and  hiding  arm*.  The  mayor 
denied  it.  The  Orman*  searched 
and  found  nothing. 

All  Ihe  women  and  children 
were  locked  In  the  village  church. 
Snme  of  the  rnen  were  Jammed 
Into  ham*,  others  were  guarded 
in  the  square.  At  3 30  there  was 
burst  of  machine  gun  fire  and 
the  massacre  whs  on. 

In  eight  years  of  investigation*. 
French  authorities  have  Identi- 
fied 65  men  they  believe  to  he 
most  responsible.  Only  19  of 
these  survive  or  can  be  found. 
The  man  perhaps  most  directly 
responsible  Major  Dickman—, 
wa«  killed  a few  days  later.

IN  years  not  * far  distant  Canadians  will 
probably  see  as  well  as  hear  Queen 
F.lizaboth  when  she  broadcasts  the  now  tra 
ditional  Christmas  Day  greeting  to  all  the 
peoples  of  her  far-flung  realms,  for  by  then 
television  will  enable  her  to  enter  each  home 
almost  in  person.  This  year  it  was  her  voice 
alone  that  carried  the  royal  message,  in  the 
manner  grown  familiar  ever  since  her  grand- 
father inaugurated  w'hat  has  proved  to  Ik*  a 
felicitous  annual  event. 

Canadian  thoughts,  as  that  rich  young 
feminine  voice  spoke  with  feeling  and  sin- 
cerity. would  go  back  a year  to  the  memor- 
able visit  of  a princess  who  so  soon  was  to 
liecome  a queen,  and  undoubtedly  these 
revived  the  mental  picture  of  the  charming 
girl,  grave  and  gay  by  turns,  who  made  such 
an  abiding  impression  and  who  has  assured 
herself  of  a lasting  and  affectionate  loyalty. 
It  was  evident  then  that  the  high  state  of 
sovereignty  would  devolve  on  shoulders  slim 


enough  but  cast  in  the  mould  that  ensures  ' 
the  safe  keeping  of  the  Commonwealth 
crown. 

Queenship  even  in  a constitutional  mon- 
archy is  no  light  burden,  and  it  is  one 
dependent  on  the  grace  and  good  will  of  all 
the  monarch’s  peoples.  There  was  moving 
np[H*al  in  the  Queen's  Christmas  greeting 
when  she  said  of  her  Coronation  nexjt  June: 
“You  will  be  keeping  it  as  a holiday:  but  I 
want  to  ask  you  all,  whatever  your  religion 
may  be,  to  pray  for  me  on  that  day-  to 
pray  that  God  may  give  me  wisdom  and 
strength  to  carry  out  the  solemn  promises 
I shall  lie  making,  and  that  I may  faithfully 
serve  Him  and  you,  all  the  days  of  my  life.” 

Many  a humble  prayer  would  be  offered 
right  there  and  then,  and  assuredly  when 
next  June  comes  round  the  Canadian  branch 
of  the  Commonwealth  family  will  respond  by 
seeking  Divine  intercession  for  the  young* 
girl  who  has  become  its  queen. 


A Backbone  Highway 


STIMCLATK.D  by  the  writings  of  Mr. 

Frank  Kelley,  who  trekked  nearly  every 
fool  of  Vancouver  Island  while  prospecting 
long  ago,  and  others  who  see  that  east  and 
west  coast  roads  would  require  a millenium 
before  they  met  at  Cape  Scott  at  the  present 
rate  of  const  ruction,  myiy  Island  residents 
are  coming  to  a realization  that  a central 
backbone  highway  may  be  the  answer  for 
the  Island.  From  an  engineering  standpoint 
It  is  more  feasible  than  any  projection  of 
present-day  developments  It  would  avoid 
interminable  bridging  on  the  West  Coast, 
mountain  construction  in  central  Island 
territory,  and  bring  all  existing  and  future 
settlements  within  accessible  reach  by  lateral 
spurs  to  the  east  and  west.  The  route  could 
follow  natural  valleys  especially  north  of 
the  Alborni  Canal. 

If  some  of  the  millions  spent  on  r^-rout- 
ing  the  Island  Highway  to  eliminate 
miniscule  deviations,  and  part  of  the  funds 
sunk  in  the  many  times  abandoned  “west 
coast  road."  which  after  a solid  century  has 
arrived  nowhere,  were  available  now  there 
would  be  a nucleus  to  commence  work  on  a 


central  route  to  serve  as  a backbone  for  the 
whole  Island.  It  remains  nothing  less  than 
an  economic  tragedy  that  after  all  these 
years  there  is  little  or  no  communication  on 
Vancouver  Island  north  of  the  Canal,  save 
for  a small  strip  at  the  edge  of  the  east 
shore.  In  any  further  and  future  develop- 
ment the  central-road  plan  should  be  given 
a thorough  study.  It  is  a project  which 
could  begin  now  and  be  taken  forward  piece 
by  piece  as  funds  became  available. 

While  Vancouver  Island  would  be  the 
beneficiary  in  the  first  instance,  the  benefits 
would  not  stop  there.  It  is  absurd  to  have 
to  state  that  nfter  more  than  a century  this 
Island  is  not  yet  opened  to  the  people  of 
Canada,  in  spite  of  the  tens  of  millions  of 
dollars  that  have  been  lavished  on  a vision- 
less road  plan.  One  trusts  that  the  new 
government  when  it  comes  to  consider  these 
ihings  will  consult  its  engineers,  and  then 
take  their  advice.  Roads  built  by  political 
fits  and  starts  have  got  as  precisely  nowhere, 
and  until  the  late  Mr.  Carson  took  over  there 
was  far  too  little  thought  of  any  workable 
road  plan  for  the  whole  province. 


Grim  Accident  Record 


NKITHKR  Canada  as  a whole  nor  British 
Columbia  as  a province  has  much 
cause  for  satisfaction  with  the  statistics 
covering  accidental  deaths  during  the  Christ- 
mas holiday  season.  In  what  should  have 
been  one  of  the  most  Joyous  periods  of  the 
year,  more  than  four  scare  persons  met 
death  in  one  violent  form  or  another 
throughout  the  Dominion.  By  comparison 
with  the  record  in  the  United  States  the 
total  may  seem  small  numerically,  hut  in 
ratio  to  the  respective  populations  Canada’s 
record  stands  out  much  blacker.  British 
Columbians  in  turn  can  feel  anything  but 
pride  in  the  fact  that  fatalities  in  this  prov- 
ince accounted  for  more  than  one-quarter 
of  the  death  toll  for  the  entire  Dominion. 

As  usual  at  holiday  times  most  of  the 
deaths  were  caused  in  or  as  a result  of  traffic 
acridents.  ' It  is  true  that  the  Christmas 
holiday  period  was  longer  than  usual  for 
most  peoifle  this  year,  and  that  in  many 
places  the  weather  was  conducive  to  holiday 
travel.  Even  so  the  record  is  a grim  one. 


Obviously  the  repeated  appeals  made  by 
police,  pewspapers  and  radio  for  extra  care 
in  the  press  of  seasonal  traffic  went  unheeded 
by  many  in  the  excitement  of  the  holiday 
or  were  forgotten  in  that  moment  of  time 
which  is  all  that  is  needed  to  turn  pleasure 
into  tragedy. 

The  second  of  the  double  festivities  is  yet 
to  come.  Tomorrow  and  on  Thursday  the 
possibility  of  injury  on  the  streets  and  high- 
ways will  be  heightened  by  the  conviviality 
and  exchanges  of  visits  customary  at  this 
time  of  year,  and  it  behooves  everyone  who 
will  be  abroad  then  to  exercise  the  utmost 
caution.  With  the  assistance  now  volun- 
teered by  the  police  there  Is  not  the  slightest 
excuse  for  anyone  becoming  involved  in  an 
accident  as  a result  of  drinking.  Too  many 
New  Year  toasts  are  net  the  only  cause  of 
traffic  accidents  at  this  time  of  year,  how- 
ever. Late  hours  and  fatigue,  over-excite- 
ment, and  the  haste  induced  by  trying  to 
cram  too  many  visits  into  too  short  a time 
can  he  almost  equally  dangerous.

Theatre,  in  one  form  or  another,  can 
he  assumed.  In  any  event,  to  have 
played  a vital  part  in  the  story  of  all 
races,  so-called  civilized  or  otherwise, 
since  man’s  time  on  earth  really  be- 
gan; and  ha*  had  probablv  as  much 
lo  do  with  the  cultural  advances  of  the 
modern  world  a«  any  other  contribut- 
ing factor.

At  I he  same  time,  ihe  way  of  the 
theatre  and  It*  votaries  ha*  nut  always 
l»een  strewn  with  flowers,  while  ups 
and  downs  have  been  varied  and  plenti- 
ful. Stage-play*  have  fallen  on  rug- 
ged times,  especially  In  modern  day*, 
rhlefly  due  io  the  competition  of 
cleverly  constructed  mechanical  In- 
novations like  the  cinema,  which 
might  well  be  only  the  passing  fancy 
nf  a century,  at  that.

often  effectual,  have  been  lately  and 
are  still  enjoined:  and  whereas  public 
stage  plays  do  not  well  agree  with  the 
seasons  of  humiliation,  an  exercise  uf 
sad  and  pious  solemnity,  and  the  other 
being  spectacle*  of  pleasure  too  often 
expressing  lascivious  mirth  and  levity, 
It  is  therefore  thought  fit  and  ordered 
by  the  Lord*  and  Commons  in  this  Par- 
liament assembled,  public  stage-plays 
shall  cease  arut  be  forebnrne."

IF  British  Columbia  and  Alberta  want 
to  annex  the  southern  pari*  of  the 
Yukon  and  Northwest  Territories,  they 
may  find  .the  fed- 
•ral  government 
quite  eager  to  ac- 
commodate  them. , 

That  wa*  Inuf- 
caied  by  the  re- 
action in  high 
quarters  here  to 
the  decision  of 
Premiers  M a n- 
ning  of  Alberta 
and  Bennett  of 
British  Columbia. 

The  two  premiers  * 

announced  they  would  «eetf  to  add  to 
tlieir  provinces  those  parts  of  the  ter- 
ritories which  are  north  of  their 
provinces  and  between  Ihe  -60th  and 
t»5lh  parallel*. 

This  area  of  some  270. <HH)  square 
miles  embraces  most  of  the  population 
centres  and  major  economic  develop- 
ments in  the  western  sub  Arctic, 
British  Columbia’*  section  would  in- 
clude virtually  all  of  Ihe  Yukon  mining 
area,  where  base  metal  mining  Is  de- 
veloping rapidly,  alongside  ihe  older 
gold  mining  Industry 

Alberta’*  section  would  include  the 
Great  Slave  I.ake  Fort  Providence 
area,  where  oil  signs  are  so  promis- 
ing a*  to  give  rt*e  io  hope*  that  It 
may  t»e  another  Leduc  or  Redwalrr. 


On  the  face  of  It  Manning  and  Ben- 
nett would  seem  pretty  shrewd  In 
asking  for  these  resources- rich  areas. 
Their  provinces  would  then  collect 
royalties  on  mineral  and  oil  produc- 
tion. would  gel  revenue  from  a fur 
lav.  and  would  mnke  money  from  the 
monopolistic  «ale  of  liquor. 

On  a long  term  basis  It  might  he  a 
very  shrewd  move,  but  so  far  a*  irn 
mediate  returns  are  romwnrd  It  isn't 
xo  alluring.

Other*  have  called  li  a dangerous 
principle. 

Actually  It  would  be  difficult  to  call 
a charge  made  for  the  privilege  of 
working  in  Ihe  city  a tax.  ll  must  ha 
considered  a license  if  "taxation  whh 
representation"  Is  a principle  we  be- 
lieve in.
